Extra of a letter from Gibraltar, Fuly 23. 

You will expeét a circumf{tantial account from me, of what 
pafled fince my lait. 

« The Spaniards ceafed firing for feverat days pafl, (the rea- 
fon nobody knows) and I took an opportunity to view the town, 
as minutely, indeed, as if I had been taken an inventory of the 
ruins. It is in a defolate, horrid fituation, fuch as may be ex- 

eéted from a three months bombardment, no houfe havmg e- 
cand the fire of the enemy without, or the rage of plunder of 
the enemy within; I mean the foldiery. 

«“ During the firft three or four days of the bombardment, 





they plundered every houfe at pleafure, merchant fhops, wine 
houfes, &c. then made vating houfes of them, where they fre- 
quently aflembled, and, after having killed hogs, fheep, ducks, 
geele, &c. and all manner of poultry, invited the proprietors, 
(when they were deteéted,) to fit down and regale themfelves. 

“A neighbour “(who has fince been killed by a fhell from 
the rcortar boats with two more) went into town, when the 
firing began to flacken, in order to bring out fome of his effeéts ; 
but on entering his houfe, he found the foldiery had taken pof- 
feflion of it. He afked them what bufinefs they had there ?— 
they told him, in a menacing tone, that the houfe was theirs, 
and that he was ad—d rafcal. He begged pardon‘and came off, 
by acquainting the villains that he had miftaken the houfe, and 
excufed his interrupting them in the plunder. 

«« The town, as I have already told you, is a heap of ruins ; 
and I affure you that our own foldiers have given it the fhock- 
ing appearance it now wears. The bombardment, it is true, 
levelled a great number of houfes, and damaged others confide- 
rably ; and though. no houfe, without exception, efcaped a fhot 
or fhell, yet they were not therefure loft to the owners, which 
is now the cafe; for the troops have torn up every piece of 
timber that fupported the land ; I imagine, that befure the win- 
ter houfes is over, they will be all wathed down. 

«© When I went into town there was nobody in the ftreets, 
but here and there a folitary fentry ; thought myfelf for fome- 
time in the Church yard,—fome honfes were tottering, fome 
half down, and fome ftanding without windows, or window 
fhutters ; others with the roof in, and nothing but four walls 
remaining, with the window fafhes hanging, all dirt and fmoke, 
out of the windows. Some houfes eutirely down, and not a 
viftage to be feen; and this, with very little variation, is the 
cafe from South-port to Water-port. Our houfe is in ruins; 
you may fee from the front door into the garden by the Mi- 
randa. 

“© The next door to it is in the fame condition. The Spa- 
nifh church has fuffered a great deal; the thells have opened 
one of the vaults where fome of the dead bodies lay, and the 
images, to ufe a conceit, are now in proftrate adoration. tn the 
fame ground their adorers occupied formerly ; they are inoftly 
mutilated or burnt. The Virgin Mary was molt fhamefully 
ufed by our foldiery—a pious old gentlewoman, who happened 
to be in town, either for plunder, or to fee after her cif cs, 
begged fome part of the Virgin, whether the little finger or big 
toe is a doubt ; and offered a three real piece for it; on which 

Our men (With a generofity peculiar to Britons) immediate fe. 
vered the head from the body, and gave her above a piftole’s 
worth of the divinity; that is, @ rata portion above-mentioned. 
It is thocking to fee the wooden reprefentatives of the Saints 
ufed fo ill—thofe whoin we ufed to fee with a fulemnity of 
Countenance, carried about the church and charch-yard, dref- 
fed in filk and fattins, and other finery becoming Saints, now 
expofed to ruffians hands; the* finery now transferred to fome 
foldiers wives, sad the body condemned, unthinkingly, to boil 
pork and peafe.. In fhort, the town is in ruins, and the fol- 
diers wanton with liquor and plunder. 

“ We are not fo often troubled with the gun boats as for- 
Mmerly, and the firing fas totally ceafed for this forinight patt,

be it what it will, the effe@ is very pleafingto us. When the 
gun boats pay us a vifit, we retaliate on the enemy’s camp, by 
firing our fea mortars, and fix thirty-two pounder guns, from 
the Old Mole Head, which reach the center of the camp, and 
annoy them greatly. Our lofs, fincethe laft return of the 29th 
of June, is only one killed and nine wounded.”

The following is the copy of a letter 
from the Baron de Lynden, late Envoy at the Cuurt of Swe- 
den, to the States-Geueral of the United Provinces : 


“ High and Mighty Lords, 


« HAVING had the honour of being appointed in the year 
1766, in the Affembly of your High Mightinefles, a Deputy 
for the province of Zealand, by a permanent commiihon, I cane, 
not think it any deviation from the refpec& I owe your High 
Mightineffes, thus to addrefs you, not by a petition, but by a 
letter, exprefling the gratitude I feel for your gracious compli- 
ance with my. prayer for difpenfing with the commiflion appoint- 
ed for me at Vienna. ; 

“© Though it is with the utmoft fatisfaction and gratitude 
that I refle& on the particular marks of confidence and appro- 
bation that your High Mightineffes have been pleafed to beitow 
on my feeble, but honeft endeavours, to promote the welfare 
of the republic during my refidence in Sweden ; and though 
they might be fufliciently encouraging, to induce me to accept 
the office of Envoy Extraordinary from your High Mightinefl- 
€3 to the Court of Vienna, efpecially as during my refidence at 
Stockholm, I received a full affurance from the Prince de Kan- 
hitz Ritfberg, that my appointment would not be difagreeable 
to that Court, which was confirmed by Baron Reifchach 5 I 
am neverthielefs convinced, from ferious reafoning with myfelf, 
and fron) thé prefent fituation of the republic with refpe& to its 
interior politics, of the impoffibility of my rendering mt any fer- 
vices in a foreign country, and from the ardent with I have to 
be effentially neceffary to it, together with the importance of 
the affairs which may probably be difcuffed at the Imperial 
Court, that I ought to with to be exempt from the duties of 
that comnriffion. sans 

“ T-have had the honour of giving a full communication. of 
my fentiments to his Serene Highnefs the Prince of Orange, 
and of the motives which principally led me to that determina- 
tion. © have no apprehenfion in explaining as freely to your 
High Mightineffes, a complaint which appears to me to be jutt- 
ly Buaded, and which chiefly amounts to this, “ That being, 
“6 as well by birth as by commiflion, a member of the regency 
*¢ of this free republic, I confider myfelf under an obligation 
«¢ to maintain its fundamental form of government ; that is to 
‘ fay, the alliance faederative of the Seven Sovereign Provin- 
«¢ ces, having at their heads a Prince of the Serene Houle of 
“© Orange Naffau ; to reject on the other hand the influence 
« of any foreigner, however illaftrious by birth, or great in 
« power ; and by oppofing him to preferve the honour and in- 
& dependence of the State.” : 

«“ How far thefe fentiments of duty and love for this coun- 
try, credit with the conduét- which I believe the Dukes of 
Brunfwick to hold in the deliberations of the State, I leave to 
the enlightened judgments of your High Mightineffes. It al- 
fo remains with you to decide, if, and in what degree the faid 
Dake has, fince the majority of the Stadtholder in 1776, en- 
deavoured to be regarded and acknowledged, as the fole coun- 
fellor of the head of the republic, and by that means to prevent 
his Serene Highnefs from felecting among the regents and ani- 
nifters of the State, fach as by their abilities and integrity 
might form: a couneil in which all the interefts of the republic 
might be properly confidered and prepared, fo as to be put in 
immediate execution by the fovereign power ; an eftablifhment 
which is even approved of, and admitted in monarchies, and 
defpotic governments, and is persicularly fuitable to this re- 
public, not only on account of its complicated form of govern- 
ment, but from the example of all the preceding Stadtholders, 
who have been convinced of the utility of fuch deliberations. 

‘¢ Submitting thefe reflections to the judgment of my lawful 
fapcriors, I declare that I fhall ever acknowledge, with a 
grateful heart, the tenderelt fingular fervices which the faid 
Duke has in quality of tutor to his Serene Highmefs during his 
minority, at which time I alfo contributed all that depended 
upon me, to endeavour to Jeffen the weight which his office 
impofed on him, and to add to his perfonal fatisfaction. For 
thefe reafons I freely gave my affent to the refolution of your 
High Mightineffes of the 8th of March 1766, paffed on the 
eccafion, the majority of the Sradtholder, in which your High 
Mightineffes requeft of Iris Imperial Majetty the continuation 
of the faid Duke of Brunfwick, in the fervice of this State, 
tho’ from the finall judgment which I poffefs in the political fy- 
{tem of the European Courts, there was no reafon to appre- 
hend that the Duke’s fervices would be required by the Court 
of Vienna. 

«¢ I alfo declare, that I entertain, for the rank and military 
talents of the Duke of Brunfwick, as well as for his illuftrious 
birth, all that high efteem, which, in my opinion, is due to 
Princes who employ themfelves in the fervice of the State, and 
who are defcended from the moft ancient families, and the moft 
refpetable Princes in Holland, fach as that of Heffe and o- 
thers, from whence the republic has often received the molt 
fignal fervices, and will continue to receive, as I fully flatter 
myfelf, whenever the exigencies of the State fhall fuggeft an 
occafion. But, in other refpe€ts, as I do not acknowledge 
that the faid Duke poffeffes any right to the exercife of an in- 
dire& influence in the affairs of government, and perfuaded as 

I am, neverthelefs, that he actually does ufe fuch influence, I 
find myfelf under the neceflity of befeeching your High Migh- 
tineffes, to difpenfe with my fervices in all commiffions for fo- 
reign countries, although, at the fame time, I fhall always be 
happy, ander more favourable circumftances, to exert, with 
every poflible zeal and good will, all the little talents I poffefs, 
in any employment of which your High Mightinefles may e- 
fteem me capable, for the general advantage of the State, and 
_ the family of the Stadtholder, whofe interefts are infepavable, 
and for which I profefs myfelf animated with an attachment 
the moft faithful, warm, fincere, and conftant, as I fhall al- 
ways be happy to demonftrate by every proof in my‘power.
